The Earthquake — The Walls of the
Ruaildings in the City Damnged—Grent
Execitement.

BAN FraNcieco, Oect, 22.—-The earthgqualke is
siil1 the topl o of conversation. A slight tremor
or two have been felt to-day, The total of the
casunlties worth mentloning do not exoeed
thirly. There werce ouly five persons killed,
though In one or two Instances persons who
were struck by falling bricks and tlmber may
dle of the Ipjuries recelved,

A committee of the Hoard of Bupervisors.
assisied by several architects, today held a
survey of the Clty Iiall, fire engine houses, and
other public bulldiogs. The examination of
the City Hall shows that the walls are badly
criacked from the ground floor upwards, and
ihe nlsles are mostly rained. The Post Office
clerks have resumed their doties, The Post
Office occuples the lower slory of the Cuastom
House bullding, Had It not been for exira
anchors and tles putl Into the Uastom House
bullding efter the earthqualke of 18063, it Is pro-
buble that the greater portion of the siruclure
would have fallen to the ground.

The old Merchants' Exchange, on Battery
street, opposite the Custom House, and whilch
for somne years pust has been occupled by the
United States Conrts, was conslderably Lnjared.
There is s large Nssare in the nerth wall of the
bullding,

The Custom House and old Merohants' Ex.
change are on mude ground, beyond the origl-
nal water front of the olty. Thelr foundations
rest on piles. The old Exohange was severely
shaltered by Lthe earthguake ol 1865. The new
Merchants' Exchange, on California street, was
slightly lnjured. Toe ornamental work on the
buildiog occupled by the Bank of Callfornia
wus thirown down. Tuoe balustrade aond ghlm-
neys ure belng removed,

Although a hundred bulldiogs in the elty
have been damaged more or less, & thoroago
examination proves that those bulldings wnlen
have been properly coustructed wil stand
much heavier auocks thao those of yesterday.
Tue Occidental and Cosmopolitan hotels and
the Lick House and the Itoss House, the largest
bulldings In the clty, are unlojored, except that
in some lostances the chlmueys were thrown
down and the plastering cracked, These balld.
fogs are all on solld ground,

1The damuge wesl of Monlgomery gtreet was
wvery slight, very fow bulldiows ocoupyiog solia
grovnd showing any damage whatever,

To-day's jexaminatioh oanly couoflrms yes-
terdny’s reporl, that the grealest wreck of
bulldings and destruoction of properiy werecon-
fined {0 the easlern and southern portlons of
the eliy, where bullidings are erected on
made ground.
